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THE PROSPECTS OF EUROPE. 


“ OrpEr” reigns in Paris, The sword and the cannon have super- 
seded all other modes of government among our polite and ver- 
satile neighbours. An iron tyranny, without parallel in European 
history, has succeeded to the conflict of opinion which has raged 
since February, 1848, Liberty is defunct. Fraternity has no re- 
presentative between Boulogne and Marseilles, unless a fierce 
dragoon with a sword at the throat of an unoffending citizen can 
be deemed its personification. Equality, it is true, exists, but it is 
an equality of degradation. High perched in his impenctrable 
coolness, the Dictator of France looks down upon a whole nation, 
wherein he can recognise but two classes—an army which is his in- 
strument of coercion, and a multitude which it is his pleasure or 
his necessity to coerce. Until the votes of the people give some- 
thing like a legal sanction to the existence of the de facto Govern- 
ment, martial law will be the only law throughout France. All 
other law is superseded; and neither opinion, nor property, nor life 
has any chance of existence if it presume to thwart the wishes 
and designs of the new Autocrat. 

We state the fact thus broadly, because, in considering the very 
serious question of its result upon Europe and upon ourselves, it is 
necessary that the true position of affairs among our neighbours 
should be clearly understood and acknowledged. The revolu- 
tion wrought by the unconquerable energy and adamantine sword 
of M. Louis Napoleon Bonaparte is a marvellous but most indu- 
bitable “ great fact.” He is the absolute lord and master, for the 
time being, of the destinies of France. The elections that close 
this day, of which we shall not know the details for some time, 
cannot possibly alter the position. The French have no 
liberty of choice: Louis Napoleon is before them; and if 
they did not please to accept him by their votes, they 
would be compelled to endure him by another and equally 
effective process. He is the most illustrious and powerful pis aller 
of whom we have any record in history or experience. Even those 
who hate him are compelled to give him their suffrage, lest in op- 
posing him they should prepare the way for calamities which are 
more dreadful than the worst they can conjure before their minds as 
likely to result from a military despotism. “ Better,” they say, “a 
strait jacket than atotal colapse. Better even the treadwheel and the

silent system than a gangrenous dissolution of the whole body 
politic, ; 

Such being the feeling among the French themselyes—of which 
the able letter of the Count de Montalembert is a most remarkable 
and significant proof—it is useless for public writers in another 
country to discuss any longer the real or supposed necessities of 
the case, or to waste their time in any further criticism of the man- 
ner in which the revolution was wrought. The thing, it appears, 
had to be done—and it was done. ‘The wheel has turned, as it has 
turned before ; but out of the abuse of liberty by a people, loving 
liberty but not comprehending it, has sprung a military tyranny. 
Itisnothing but the old story—the often-predicted and precalculated 
result, As things were in former times, so are they now. Like 
begets like; and politics, shifting and changeful as they may 
appear to those who take a too close view of them, are as certain 
as algebra, when the past is called in to be the commentary upon 
the present, and when the mind is enabled to grasp, not simply 
the events of to-day, but the causes which have been combining 
to produce them for generations or for centuries. 

‘Taking the new revolution as it stands, and as it is likely to 
stand, and dismissing from our minds all further concern about 
the motives which produced it, or upon the manner in which it 
was wrought, ,it is of the most serious consequence to us, the 
nearest neighbours of France, to know how it is likely to affect 
France in her relations with the rest of Europe and with our- 
selves. The success of M. Bonaparte takes France out of the 
alliance and brotherhood of constitutional states. At the present 
moment liberty is crushed among the whole of the greatest and 
most powerful nations of the Continent. Belgium, that enjoys 
freedom of opinion under a wise King, is so weak that her inde- 
pendence is already threatened by the French.

The four most powerful chiefs in Europe have among them an 
army ready for the field of upwards of one million and a half of 
men.

These are the questions which profoundly move the minds of all | 
thinking men at the present time. They deeply atfect the English | 
p2ople, and deserve to be considered under every possible aspect. 

in the first place, as we stated last weck, it may turn out to be the | 
policy of the new Autocrat of France to hold aloof from the other | 
Autocrats of Ecrope—to be a tyrant at home, but, with the hope of | 
aggrandisement at the expense of his neighbours, to play the part | 
of the apostle of freedom abroad. In this case what would result? | 
Bella, horrida bella! Italy and Switzerland, if not Belgium, | 
would be the points on which aggression would be made, and 
Europe would be involved in a war, in which, although such 
sovereigns as the King of Prussia, the Emperor of Austria, and 
the Czar might be arrayed against France, France might | 
reckon on the temporary support of the sorely deluded, de- | 
frauded, and insulted Germans, and of the still more cruelly | 
oppressed Italians and Hungarians. This would be the great | 
war of principles, foreseen by the most eminent statesmen and | 
philosophers half a century ago, but of which no human saga- 
city could estimate the frightful cost, or the more frighiful du- 
ration. Let us hope that so dreadful a calamity may be averted. 

In the second place, M. Louis Napoleon, admitted into the 
circle of absolutism, and acting in a manner that must have 
given the greatest satisfaction to the powerful sovereigns whose 
policy he has adopted, may ally himself more intimately with 
them, and make common cause with them against the liber- 
ties of Europe. In that case, England will be the only re- 
presentative of constitutional principles and rational freedom in 
this hemisphere; and, as England is exposed to the rancorous 
reminiscences of the war that closed with Waterloo—reminis- 
cences which unhappily a large portion of the dominant military 
classes in France make it a point of almost religious duty to 
keep constantly before their minds—it is not likely, if such 
a league were once formed, that England would long escape the 
hostilities of states against whose oppressions and exactions 
her own form of government would be not only a continual 
protest, but among whose populations it would be a cease- 
less incentive to imitation. Should such a combination 
take place, the perils and responsibilities of England would 
be great. But great also would be her allies. She 
would not be allowed to fight the battle single-handed. Did her 
own pith and energy not stand her in sufficient stead, had she no 
allies in the other hemisphere, who, in such a cause and to gain a 
voice in European po.itics, would rush to her rescue, she would 
have the aid of several more potent, if not invincible, auxiliaries 
in Europe. Russian gold, plentiful as it may be, would not pre- 
vent oreven postpone for any lengthened period the bankruptcy 
that would involve Prussia, Austria, and France. Soldiers with- 
out pay would degenerate into banditti, and the people, who in 
such a day would lift their long-oppressed heads, would read their 
rulers a lesson, and establish upon the ruin caused by the military 
system the constitutional freedom for which in every part of 
Europe, with the sole exception of Russia, they are now yearning 
with an intensity which has shown itself in revolutions, 
and attempted revolutions, for the last half-century. In sucha 
contingency the course to be pursued by England might be 
painful, but it would be clear. If not allowed to prosper in 
her own way, and to mind her own affairs, she would only have 
to hoist the standard of constitutional freedom, and the nations of 
the earth would flock around it. Even in France, that loves liberty 
so fondly but so foolishly, a large section of the people would 
take heart of grace once more, and, in spite of Waterloo, would 
endeavour—possibly not without suecess—to cast oif the yoke of 
the last of the despots, and try once again the feasibility of a 
moderate, or perhaps immoderate, Republic. 

But this, also, would be the great war of principles, fought, it is 
true, under a nobler and holier standard than could be raised by 
the ambition of a Bonaparte, or by the desire of national aggran- 
disement which may animate the French; but it would, never- 
theless, be a deplorable war to be engaged in—a war that might 
desolate the world for a generation, and entail sacrifices unparal- 
leled in history. England most assuredly has every motive to 
avoid being involved in it. 

But there is a third solution of the difficulties of Europe. Al- 
though despotism supported by a soldiery must give its soldiers 
something to do, it is possible that M. Louis Napoleon may have 
a sincere desire to make his name illustrious for evermore, by re- 
consolidating the liberties which he has temporarily overthrown, 
and by building up a fabric of material glory ,and prosperity for 
the French people. It is possible that, feeling himself secure, he 
may endeavour to be a statesman as well as a soldier; that he may 


expression of 


ingenious artisans a fair free field for the exercise of their 
skill and industry; that he may think it his paramount duty 
to make France wealthy, to extend her manufactures, her railways, 
and her trade; and that, instead of looking for aggrandisement of 
territory, or influence at the expense of Europe, he may employ and 
reward a portion of his armies in other quarters, and turn the tide of 
his arms against the semi-barbarous nations of the Mediterranean 
seaboard of Africa, where France has already secured a permanent 
footing. The recent attack upon Salce, and the remembrance of 
Mogador, and the pride attached to it in the minds of the French, 
show where the satety-valve lies, The development of French in- 
dustry and trade, the gradual relaxation of the existing tyranny, 
the restoration of the liberty of the press, peace with Europe, and 
a quarrel with the Emperor of Morocco, would, to use a phrase 
that our Gallic neighbours understand, be an excellent partie. As 
far as Europe is concerned, it would be unexceptionable. 

We have thus briefly sketched some of the most obvious 
dangers to England and to Europe resulting from the singular 
turn which events have taken in France, and pointed out some 
of the solutions which are not improbable. We have, per- 
haps, attributed more stability to the throne or chair (whichever 
it may be) of M. Louis Napoleon than it will attain ; but the 
chances for the present are so decidedly in his favour, that any 
speculations founded upon the overthrow of his power would 
be irrelevant. Among many contingencies we ought most cer- 
tainly not to forget, that after all Louis Napoleon may prove 
himself as wise as he has been bold; that his first perjury 
may be his last; and that he may desire to retain, by his justice, 
and his moderation, what he has conquered by his daring. We 
fear, however, that this is hoping too much,

Mr. - , @ wealthy trader, assures me that on Saturday last (Dec. 6), about 
ten at night, five companies cf infantry, preceded by 50 of the secret poiice, ap- 
peared in the Rue de Constantine, where they arrested all the men they found 
in their apartments, to the number of 250. This street leads up to the Rue St. 
Dennis, and the appearance of the military and police in the neighbourhood, 
with the success attending their visit, spread dismay among the workmen of the 
alarmed district. The result was that some three hundred left their homes, and 
darted through the streets like hunted hares. To provide for such an attempt 


| at escape the tranverse streets were well posted with infantry and cavalry, aud 


every on? of the wretched men fell into the hands of the various guards. ‘Those 
w! 0 resisted baing captured were shot upon the spot, and the bodies rapidly carted 
away, while the remainder were led before the cuurt-martal, and, being deemed 
dangerous characters, were shot at midnight in the Champ de Mars, the sounds 
of the musketry being heard for about two hours, varied by brief intervals of 
cessation.

FRANCE. 

Notwithstanding the necessarily provisional character of the Govern- 
ment of France since the coup d’dtat, until the universal suffrage of the 
nation on Sunday next (to-morrow) confirms or rejects the assumption, 
on a new basis, of the chief power of the State; by Louis Napoleon, the 
Executive does not in any way stay its hand, but proceeds daily with the 
most active and various measures inthe form of decrees, which are issued 
by the President and his Ministers, apparently under the firm and certain 
conviction that a large majority of the French people will vote in the 
affirmative on the proposition submitted to them, whether Louis Napo- 
leon shall be, for the ten next years tocome, supreme and irremovable 
ruler of the nation, with powers to frame a new Constitution— yes or no. 

Amongst those decrees the principal are— 


Ist. A decree which definitively constitutes the new Consultative Commission. 
It is composed of 78 names: amongst them are those of Count D’Argout, Go- 
vernor of the Bank of France; Baroche and F. Barrot, former Ministers; 
Barthe, Minister of Justice under Louis Philippe, and now President of the 
Cour des Comptes; De Beaumont (Somme), Billault; Carlier, ex-Prefect of 
Police; Chaix D’Estange, Drouyn de Lhuys, Dumas, and Lacrosse, former 
Ministers; De Montalembert, De Mortemart, De Mouchy, Noailles; Odier, ex- 
Peer of France and Comptroller of the Bank ; De Parieu, Reuher, and Schneider, 
former Ministers; De Segur d’Aguesseau, Seydoux ; De Thorigny, late Minister ; 
Troplong, First President of the Court of Appeal; Vaisse, former Minister; De 
Wagram ; Generals Baraguay D'Hilliers, Preva!, De Castellane, Marsha! Excel- 
mans, Generals De Grammont, De Grouchy, D’Hautpool, De la Hitte, Magnan, 
Admiral Cecille,&c. The Commission begins to meet on the 23rd inst. to count 
the votes for the election of the President, in pursuance of the decree of the 2d 
inst. The Secretaries-General of the late Council of State and National As- 
sembly are appointed to the same office in the present Commission. 

2d. A decree appointing a section, to be known by the name of the Admini- 
strative Section, to fuifil the fanctions assigned to the Consultative Commission by 
Art. 3 of the decree of December 11. The Administrat.ve Section is to be pre- 
sided over by M. Baroche, the Vice-President, and is to enter immediately on 
its functions. A decision of the Minister of Justice is to divide the section into 
committees correspending to the different ministerial departments. The whole 
number of members in the sections, independently of M. Baroche, is 28. 

3d. Another decree enacts that the mattersto be submitted to the ** Section 
d'Administration” of the Consultative Commission shal! be—the projects of re- 
gulations of public administration, and of decrees on the registration of bulls 
and other acts of the Holy See; proceedings agsinst ecclesiastical authorities 
for abuse of power ; authorisation of religious congregations, and the verifica- 
tion oftheir statutes; suthorisation of proceedings against agents of the Go- 
vernment, naturalisatiors, maritime captures ; the creation of tribunals of com- 
merce, or of conseils de prud’hommes ; concession of portions of the domain of the 
State and concessions of mines ; the authorisation of sociéfés anonymes and ton- 
tines, the estabiishment of departmental roads, canals, branch railways, &c. 
Certain other matters are to be submitted to committees. 

4th. A decree dissolving the 6th lezion of the National Guard of Paris. The 
reason assigned for this step is, not that the inhabitants of the district of Paris 
corresponding with the 6th legion sympathise with the enemies of order, but 
that they are placed in a most difficult position from the nature of their streets, 
which prevent well-intentioned citizens from easily assembling, and expose 
them to the danger of being disarmed separately. 

5th. A decree declaring the departments of the Jura, Aveyron, and Vaucluse 
in a state of siege. 

6th. A decree constituting a board of health for the city of Paris. 

7th. A decree for raising funds to build a Bourse or Exchange at Marseilles, 
and for other improvements in that city. 

8th. A decree establishing pensions for old soldiers of the first Republic and 
the Empire, and opening acredit of 2,700,000 francs on the budget of 1852 for 
that purpose. 

9th. A decree declaring the cessation of the extraordinary missions confided 
to M. Duval in the eight departments of Brittany and Vendée; and to M. Car- 
lier in the three departments of the Centre ; and to M. Berard in the Somme. 


Several changes also are made among judicial functionaries, and 
numerous decrees have appeared conferring promotions or orders in the 
Legion of Honour on persons who distinguished themselves at the late 
bombardment of Salee and Rabat. Admiral Dubourdieu is promoted to 
the grade of Grand Officer, three captains to the grade of Commander in 
the Order, four persons to the grade of Officer, and 21 to that of Knight. 
There is also decreed, principally for the army, so large a number of pro- 
motions in the Legion of Honour, that the names fill seven columns of 
the Moniteur ; 12 persons are named Commanders, 35 Officers, and 286 
Knights. 

Whilst legislation by decree is thus extensively carried on, Louis 
Napoleon finds time, it is said, to devote eight hours a day with MM. 
Rouher, Baroche, and Troplong, to framing his new Constitution, the 
chief features of which, according to the correspondent of the Z'imes, are 
as follow :— 

A Council of State to be entirely named by the President of the Republic. 

The Senate to be composed cf 80 members, of whom 41 will be named by the 
President, and 39 by the Councils-General, from a list of candidates made out by 
the Executive Power. 

The Legislative Corps to be named by universal suffrage, but after the follow- 
ing manner :—A scrutin to take place, at the commune, for the nomination of 
an elcctor foreach commune; and thecommunal electors thus chosen by uni- 
versal suffrage, and amounting to 36,000 in number, to finally name 500 repre- 
sentatives. From that list of 500 members, the President of the Republic to 





select 250 representatives wherewith to form the Legislative Corps. The Presi- 





do his best to develop the natural resources of France, hitherto 
too much neglected; that he may strive to secure for her 


dent of the Republic to be elected for ten years, with the title of Regent of the 
Republic; to be responsible, but not to be subjected to impeachments directly by 


the Legislative Corps; the people alone to havethe power of expressing its 
opinion on the Executive Power by naming, three times consecutive-y, a Legisla- 
tive Corps whos? refusal of the Budget shall be considered as the condemnation 
of the policy of the Regent ; and the result of such condemnation to be the 1¢= 
tirement of the Regent from power. The press to be free, but not to be allowed 
to callin question matters relating to religion, the rights of property, and the 
organisation of society as established and recognised by the order of the land. 
Each session of the Chamber to be for six months at the utmost. Clauses of a 
less general kind may be appended for the abolition of the most unpopular of 
the imposts, viz., the océrot duties and the tax on spirituous liquors. In a word, 
the new Constitution to be—with some modifications renderea necessary by the 
progress and charges that have occurred since then—the reproduction, or rather 
the imitation, of that of the year VIII, and which, with some difference, is 
the system explained by the Presideat in his work entitled ‘* Les Idves Napo- 
léoniennes.” 


With respect to the votes of the various political parties at the en- 
suing Presidential election, the ultra-Democrats are so disorganised that 
it is impossible to ascertain whether they will vote or not, and the Le- 
git mists are divided on the matter. One of their chief leaders, M. de 
Montalembert, has published a letter in the Univers, in reply to nume- 
rous applications made to him for advice as to what course to 
follow at the election. M. de Montalembert examines eash of 
the three paths open to the elector. A negative vote, he de- 
clares, would be an encouragement to anarchy, an absolution of 
its frightful excesses; abstention, cowardice, as long as the de- 
magogic monster roars; and he arrives at the conclusion that an affirma- 
tive vote is the only one worthy of a good citizen and a good Christian. 
On the other hand, MM. de Vatimesnil, Sauvaire, Barthelemy, and other 
members of the Legitimist committee, have declared explicitly that they 
will vote against the President, and manuscript circulars in that sense 
have been sent to different parts of the couutry. It is, nevertheless, 
pretty certain that a vastnumber of votes will be obtained by Louis Napo- 
leon, simply because his election is the only alternative from anarchy,

The following protest against the late coup d'état has been published 
by M. Larochejacquelin, the leader of one section of the French Legiti- 
mists :— 

TO THE FRENCH NATION, 

An act whose results are incalculable has just Leen perpetrated. The Const « 
tution is overthrown, the National Assembly unlawfully dissolved by the execu- 
tive power, the freedom of a great number of representatives violated, and t: @ 
arbitrary caprice of an individual is set up in the place of law. Long have I de- 
sired to raise my voice, and cull on France to put an end to the succession of 
adventurers who dishonour her; then might we sa: e France and those principles 
without which no nation cap be truly great. But my endeavours weie inisun- 
derstoud and thwarted. Since the appeal to the Lation, as it is made by M. Ko- 
naparte, is altogether wanting in those couditions and features which alone can 
ensure the honour, freedom, and truth of an appeal to the peop'e, | protcst, with 
all the energy of my conviction, against that act, and the illegal proceedings by 
which it is accompanied. Personai preference and compulsion are alike employed 
to give peculiar direction to the expression of the national will in a manner 
which wounds every conscience, and must arouse the indignation of every free 
man. The constitutional prerogatives which M. Bonaparte, under t!.c hollow 
pretext of a delegation, usurps, would hurl us once more into inconceivable con- 
fusion. The time for Casars cannot havecome for France. As & defender of the 
principle of the national sovereignty, I must !oudly protest, even if I stand alone, 
against the present violation of this principle. May my sad forebodings fur my 
native country not be realised. May France see at length that her help lies in 
her own hands, and that in » republic no one hasthe right to dispose of the des-

On the subject of the alleged plot of certain members of the 
extinct National Assembly to depose Louis Napoleon, in case the 
Assembly had passed the project of the questors to place an 
army at their disposal, which was submitted to the House imme- 
diately after the recess, and a few days prior to the coup d'état, 
the Constitutionnel publishes some papers found in the apartments 
of M. Bazé, one of the questors, and which seem to prove that not 
only a plot of the kind existed, but that all measures proper for its success- 
ful issue had most carefully been taken. The seizure of these papers, 
says the Constitutionnel, rendered evident the existence of a plot. In 
fact, all the decrees relative to direct requisition were ready; there were 
seized not only the minutes, but all the copies and other documents ne- 
cessary to be given in the proper quarter; all this was done unknown to 
M. Dupin, but the papers, nevertheless, bore the presidential seal. The 
first decree, that which confided to a General-in-chief the command of 
the troops charged to protect the National Assembly, is as follows :— 

The President of the National Assembly, considering Art. 32.0f the Constitu- 
tion, which says, “‘ The Assembly determines the place of its sittings, it fixes 
the number of the military force necessary for its safety, and disposes of it.” 
Considering Art. 112 of the regulations of the Assembly, which says, “ The Pre- 
sident is charged to watch over the internal and external safety of the National 
Assembly.” To this effect he exercises, in the name of the Assem*ly, the 
right confided to the legislative power by Art. 32 of the Constitution to fix 
— number of the military forces necessary for its safety, and to dispose of

Orders M—— to immediately take the command of all the forces, both army 
and National Guard, stationed in the first military division, in order to gua- 
rantee the safety of the National Assembly.

The second decree is as follows :— 

The President of the National Assembly, considering Art. 32 of the Con- 
stitution and 112 of the regulations—Orders every General and every Com- 
mandant of a corpsor detachment, as well of the army as the National Guard, 
stationed in the first military division, to obey the orders of General ’ 
charged to guarantee the safety of the National Assembly. 

Given at the Palace of the National Assembly, the —— 


M. Bazé, and the other persons implicated in this affair, are to be 
brought to trial immediately. 

The aged General Harispe and General Vaillant have been nominated 
Marshals of France. M. Vaillant is an officer of engineers, and was second 
in command at the siege of Rome ; and it is eet forth in the decree, that 
it was principally owing to his talents the Roman expedition was suc- 
cessful, and therefore it is he is raised to the highest rank in the French 
army. This was done to insult General Oudinot, who had had the chief 
command at Rome, and on whom Louis Napoleon thus takes revenge 
for having allowed himself to be nominated to the Command-in-Chief of 
the (non-existent) Parliamentary army, by the fraction of the National 
Assembly which met at the mairie of the 10th arrondissement on the 
morning of the coup d'etat. 

General Oudinot has written an extremely energetic letter to the 
Minister of War, in which he expresses hia indignation at the insult 
thus cast on him in the motives alleged by the Government for the 
promotion of General Vaillant. He has also written a letter to the Pope 
on the subject. The General, as well as General Lauriston, has been 
released from the fortress of Mont Val¢rien, where they were contined 
since the 4th instant. The following representatives who were confined 
at Vincenne*, Mazas, and Mont Valerién have also been set at Jiberty: 
—MM. Arnaud (du Var), Eugene Sue, Ceyras, Chamiot, Charbonneau, 
Chanet, Crémieux, Jules de Lasteyrie, Lagarde, Thuriol de la Rosicre, 
Nettement, Hennequin, Gavaret, Guitier, and Kestner. 

MM. Créton and Duvergier de Haurrane are still confined at Vin- 
cennes, and MM. Pascal Duprat, Piscatory, Anthony Thouret, Latrade, 
Emile Péan, Renaud, and Besse at Mont Valcrien. 

Of the prisoners at Ham, General Cavaignac has been set at liberly 
Nothing has been discovered to indicate that he had taken par. in any 
plot, conspiracy, or intrigue against Louis Napoleon, and his arrest is 
now declared to have been a mere measure of precaution. The General, 
who is on the point of being married, intends, it is said, proceeding to 
Italy with his bride. The grandfather of the future Madame Cavaignac, 
M. Udier, ex-Peer of France, Comptroller of the Bank, is one of the mem- 
bers of the “ Consultative Commission” just named by the President. 
Nothing is said about the release of Changarnier and Lamoricitre. 
They will probably be kept in prison for some time longer, the well- 
known hostility of the former to Louis Napoleon, and the fiery and un- 
scrupulous character of the latter, rendering it inconvenient to have 
them at large until the President's position is more firmly established. 

On Tuesday, the anniversary of the translation of the remains of the 
Emperor to the Invalides, the annual banquet of the old officers of the 
Imperial Guard took place at the Freres Provencaux. Marshal Excel- 
mans presided; and among the other officers present were Generals 
Petit, Schramm, Magnan, Gentil, Lafontaine, Montmarie, Herbillon, 
Chatry-Lafosse, &. At the dessert, after the usual firet toast, “ To the 
memory of the Emperor,” had been drunk, Marshal Excelmans, afier 
warmly expatiating on the eminent character and qualities of the 
President of the Republic, proposed the following toast, “Glory and 
gratitude to Louis Napoleon Bonaparte, the saviour ef the 
country and of civilisation.” The toast was receiyed with 
the greatest enthusiasm, amidst repeated cries of “ Vive le Pre 
sident de la République!” “ Vive le Prince Louis Napoléon !” Gene- 
ral Petit, the vice-president, then gave “A lArmée!” which he in- 
troduced by a short but eulogistic notice of their services. This toast 
was drunk amidst loud cries of “ Vive Varmée!”’ “ Vive le Général Ma- 
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comrades, I bave done nothing more than my duty. It is not to me that 
these praises are due, but to the brave soldiers who have supported so 
much fatigae, and who, by their devotedness to the cause of order, have 
de-erved well of their country.” Dec. 2d was fixed on for the day of 
meeting next year. 

The Minister of the Interior has addressed a letter to the prefects, 
with orders to enforce the decrees of transportation rigorously against 
convicis who have broken their ban, and persoas convicted of affiliation 
to secret societies. 

A circular to the prefects orders the dissolution of all doubtful corps of 
National Guards. , P 

The accounts from the provinces represent the lately-disturbed districts 
as restored to tranquillity. 


UNITED STATES. 

The accounts from New York this week are to the 6th inst. They 
are chiefly taken up with the opening proceedings in Congress, and the 
President’s annual message, which is a document of the usual prolixity 
of such state papers. 

M. Kossuth and suite arrived at New York on the Sth, and landed on 
the following day amidst the enthusiastic acclamations of the multitude 
gathered tozether to witness his disembarkation. Several congratulatory 
addresses were soon afterwards presented to him, to which he briefly re- 
plied, apologising for their brevity from the indisposition under whieh he 
was labouring. 

Congress (the thirty-second session) was opened at the Capitol in 
Washington, on Monday, the Ist inst. The present state of parties in 
both Houses is as follows:—The Senate consists of—Democrats, 34 ; 
Whigs, 24; Free-soilers, 2; vacancy, 1: total, 62. The House of Re- 
presentatives has—Democrats, 143 ; Whigs, 90. 

Notice of several important bills was given immediately on the forma- 
tion of the House in the Senate, one beinz for a railroad from the 
Mississippi to the Pacific: another for a reduction in newspaper postage ; 
another for a line ofsteam-ships from California to China. Notice ofa 
motion was given relative to the reception of Kossuth; and also ofa 
formal resolution expressing the sympathy of Congress for Smith O’Brien, 
Meagher, and their immediate associates, authorising the President to 
open a corrsspondencs with her Majesty’s Ministers appealing to the 
maznanimity of the British nation forthe liberation of the prisoners, 
and concluding with an offer to receive them upon the hospitable shores 


of the United States. 

The Prezident’s Message was read on the 2d. Its various topics are 
omprised under the following heads; viz. Cuba; the right of search 3 
the Spanish question, and foreign relations generally, including recip) O- 
cal trade with Canada, Oregon, the Turkish Government and Kossuth, 
the Sandwich Islands, Mexico, the Tehuantepec Railway, Nicaragua ; the 
finances; the tariff; Californian survey; establishment of an agricul- 
tural bureau; aboriginal tribes; the census; bounty lands ; harbour and 
lake improvements ; departments of war and navy ; the Post-office ; and 
miscellaneous questions. These various and numerous subjects are 
treated of at ench length, that the message occupied seven closely-printed 
newspaper columns ; but the main features of the message, as far as re- 
gards the matters of interest to European readers, can be presented in a 
very small compass. 

The President begins with congratulations on the maintenance of 
peace abroad and of domestic harmony and prosperity at home, and 
then proceeds to review the affair of the Cuban invasion. He complains 

hat certain Cubans resident in the United States have a second time 
made that country the scene for the equipment of military expeditions 
against the possessions of her Spanish Majesty. Too severe a judg- 
ment cannot be passed upon those who by fraudulent repre- 
sentations led those young men into peril and disgrace. Though 
the invaders had forfeited the protection of their country, no 
proper efforts had been, or will be, spared to obtain the release 
of those now in confinement, for the sake of their families and friends. 
The policy of neutrality and non-intervention with foreign states is re- 
commended, the true mission ot the American Government being, he 
says, * not to propagate our opinions, to impose upon other countries 
our form of government by artifices of force ; but to teach by example, 
and show by our success, moderation, and just'ce, the blessings of sclf- 
government, and the advantages of free institutions.” He then refers to 
the correspondence on the Cuban affair with England and France, which 
he submits to Congress. That corresponde:ce maintains the principle, 
oa the part of the United States, that, in every regularly documented 
merchant vessel, the crew who navigate it and those on board ot it will 
find their protection in the flag that is over them. No American vessel 
can be allowed to be visited or searched for the purpose of ascertaining 
the character of individuals on board; nor can there be ailowed any 
watch by the vessels of any foreign naticns over American vessels on the 
covst of the United States or seas adjacent thereto. 

‘The measures which led to the liberat ou of Kessuth, and the acknow- 
ledgwments of ihe Hungarian chief for the success of those measures, are 
briefly und rather coldly alluded to; and “ it is recommend.d to Con- 
gress to consider in what manner General Kossuth and his companions, 
brought hither by its authority, shall be :eceived und treated.” 

Government was exerting itself to bring to completion the arrange- 
ments in regard to the Tehuantepec Railroad. 

With respect to the finances, it is stated that the aggregate receipts 
for the fiscal year ending June 30 were 52,312,979 87 dollars, which, 
with the balance in hand at the commencement, made the means of the 
Treasury for the year 58,917,524 36 dollars, against an expenditure of 
48,005,878 66 dollars. The public debt, exclusive of stock authorised 
to be issued for Texas, was 62,560,395 26 dollars. The expenditure is 
estimated at 528,922,991 91 dollars, of which 33,343,198 dollars is for 
ordinary purposes of Government, and 9,549,101 11 dollars for the pur- 
poses consequent upon the acquisition of territory from Mexico. It is 
estimated that there will be an unappropriated balance of 20,366,443 90 
dol'ars in the Treasury on the 80th of June, 1853, to 362,879,313 51 dol- 
lars public debt on the 1st of July following. 

The exports and imports of the country are then reviewed, and con- 
clusions unfavourable to free trade are drawn; specific duties, and a 
rev.sion of the tariff are, therefore, recommended, and protection ad- 
voruted, 

The miscellaneous questions may be grouped as follows :—An agri- 
cultural bureau is put forward as a requisite. Census returns had been 
completed in all the States except California. A river and harbour im- 
provement bill is projected. The army required to be increased, owing 
to the Indian outrages on the Mexican frontier. An extra allowance of 
men for Grinnell’s expedition in search of Franklin is approved of; also 
the formation of a navy yard at California. A commission to settle the 
private claims against Government is wanted. ‘The Fugitive Slave Bill 
is discussed, and a determination to persevere in enforcing its provisions 
is announced. 

The reports of the Postmaster-General and the Secretary of the In- 
terior are issued. They are also voluminous documents. 

Witi respect to the general news, we learn from Texas, under date the 
2Qist ult., that Colonel Rogers has at length succeeded in effecting a 
treaty wt. the Camanche Indians. Colonel Rogers recovered twenty- 
seven white ca; tives from the Camanches, who had been in bondage for 
some time. 

From California there are accounts to the 1st of November. The 
mines were very productive, 2,300,000 dols, in gold dust being brought 
by this arrival. Much progress was being made in agriculture, and the 
province was generally prosperous, ; 

In political matters we find a notice of the pr ceedings of a convention 
assembled to consider the proprie'y of dividing California into two s ates, 
southern and northern, The language of a large number of the speakers 
would leave no deubt as to the final issue to which this division tends. 
The establishment of a new slave state is manifestly the aim of at least 
some of the promoters of this scheme, 

Expeditions were fitting out for the Sandwich Islands. It was under- 
stood that these expeditions would take possession of the islands, and 
hold them either in their own right for ever, or have them annexed ty 
the United States. The Gamecock and the Fremont were the vessels 
which had already sailed on the expedition, which would number about 

00 men.

The United States steamer Prometheus, on leaving the harbour of San 
Juan, on the 21st November, was fired into twice by the British brig of 
war Express, and compelled to return to her anchorage, and pay certuin 
disputed port dues to the owners and authorities of the Mosquito terri- 
tory. Much angry feeling had been manifested by the United States 
subjects in the matter, and by this mail despatches have come from the 
American Government to its Minister in London, having for object the 
demand of an immediate explanation of the circumstances connected 
with the affair. 

CANADA. 

The parliamentary elections for Upper Canada were appointed for the 
10th of December—some few sooner and some later. It is thought the 
Reformers are likely to return a majority of thirty members to the new 
House in both sections of the province. 

The religious denominations of the members of the new Cabinet are thus 
stated :—Messrs. Caron, Morin, Tache, and Drummond, Roman Catholic ; 
J. H. Morris, Church of Scotland: Messrs. Hincks and Young, Uni- 
tarians; Dr. Rolph, Congregationalist; Mr. Richards, not known Of 
the Solicitors-General, one is Roman Catholic, Mr. Chauveau; and the 
other, Mr. J. Ross, Episcopalian. 

Much satisfaction was expressed by the Canadian press at the great 
success of Canada at the Industrial Exhibition. The number of medals 
and prizes that Canada has gained is ten times greater in proportion 
than the United States. 

INDIA. 


The intelligence from India this week is more varied and interesting 
than any we have had by the last three or four mails. The dates are— 
Bombay, Nov. 17 ; Calcutta, Nov. 7. 

Sir Colin Campbell quitted Peshawur on the 25th of October, in com- 
mand of a force of nearly 2500 men, for the town of Michnee, inhabited 
by the Momunds, an Affghan tribe, from whom our outposts had received 
considerable annoyance, and the Peshawur merchants and traders who 
supplied the troops with food had suffered pillage and violence. The 
force consisted of the 5th company Ist battalion Artillery, with No. 17 
light field battery, the 2d company Sappers and Miners, tLe 2d Irregular 
Cavalry, two companies of the Guide Corps, two companies each of her 
Moujesty’s 61st and 98th Foot, including the light company of each regi- 
ment; the 66th or Goorkha corps, and a wing of the 71st Native In- 
fantry. This force reached Michnee on the 27th, when they found it 
evacuated, the people having firedit on our approach. They fired on the 
men from their hiding-places, but our people suffered no harm therefrom, 
their shot falling far short of ourcamp. On the 29th the fort of Rehim- 
dad Khan was blown up; large stores of corn which had been laid up by 
the Momunds for winter provisions were «cet fire to, and their goods and 
chattels thrown into the river. 

In the Dehra Ismail Khan district an outpost of the 5th Punjab 
Cavalry, consisting of 20 men, had been surprised by 500 Sheorama 
Horse; 5 men were killed and 10 wounded; the remainder were saved 
only by the timely arrival of a reinforcement of 20 of the mounted police 
corps. The enemy then retired. 

Dost Mahomed’s death has not been confirmed. The last accounts 
from Cabool represent him to have been very unwell, but the old warrior 
was likely to survive some time longer. 

The pecuniary difficulties between the Indian Government and the 
Nizam have at length been finally settled. His Minister some months 
since paid off £40,000 of the sum due, and the remainder was promised 
by the beginning of the month of November. This he found it impos- 
sible to perform from his own resources, but the Nizam has been per- 
suaded to pay a further sum of £40,000 from his private treasury. 

Her Majesty’s steamer For had been ordered to Rangoon, in the Bur- 
mese Empire, to demand satisfaction for injuries done to English mer- 
chants by the Burmese Governor of the place. 

The ships Bengalee and Scourfield were lost in a violent gale which 
visited Calcutta on the 22nd and 23rd of October. No lives were lost. 

The Calcutta Railway is preceeding rapidly. The electric telegraph to 
Diamond Harbour is in constant operation, and is found to answer ex- 
tremely well. 

On the 21st of October the Governor-General left Simla to pay some 
state visits to the Maharajah of Putteala and other chiefs. He returned 
to the hills on the 18th of Novemher, and is expected at Calcutta by the 
second week in January. 





CHINA. 

The accounts from Hong-Kong are to October 30. There is no au- 
thentic informa‘ion from the scene of rebellion in the interior of China. 
All that is known with certainty is, that the insurgents continue to hold 
their ground, and Seu and the Imperial troops do not appear to make 
head against them. 

The Peninsular and Oriental Company’s receiving-ship Fort William 
caught fire on the 21st of October, and would have been burnt to the 
water's edge had it not been for the assistance rendered by the ships of 
war inthe harbour. The damage done is not considerable, and is con- 
fined to the upper wozks. 


AUSTRALIA. 

The intell'gence received fiom Sydney and Melbourne is of great in- 
terest. It comes down to the middle of August. 

Fresh discoveries of gold had been made on the property of Mr. 
Wentworth, at Frederick’s Valley. Another large piece of gold had 
been fousod at Ophir, which weighed 51 ounces 15 dwt.; it was pur- 
chased either by or for Captain Erskine, of her Majesty’s ship Ha- 
vannah. The intelligence from the diggings generaliy was favourable. 
The summer was looked forward to with the contidence of a large pro- 
duction. Mr. R. Campbell has tendered for the purchase of all the gold 
which the Government might receive during the ensuing two months, 
at £3 Ss. 4d. per ounce. 

The hundredweight of gold, noticed by us on arrivalof the last India 
and China Overland Mail, was seized by Government under the pretence 
of a royalty being due upon it. Against this step Messrs. Thacker and 
Co., the holders, protested Subsequently Government communicated 
with Messrs. Thacker and Co., and informed them that the gold seized 
by Commissioner Hardy weuld be given up on their entering into a bond 
to pay the Queen a royalty of 10 per cent., should the home Govern- 
ment, on a representation of the facts of the case, demand it. To these 
conditions Messrs. Thacker and Co. had no alternative bu: to submit, 
although they were the innocent purchasers, there being not a semblance 
of collusion by passing it into third hands to avoid the royalty as 
claimed. 

From Victoria we have Melbourne advices to the 19th of August. 
The Lieutenant-Governor had issued a notice cautioning against gold- 
digging without taking out licences issued by the Government. At 
Buninyong, 50 miles from Geelong, there were eight cradles at work, and 
parties were realising from half an ounce to two ounces. Gold had 
likewise been found at Major Newman's property, Deep Creek, and at 
Heidelburg, near Melbourne. Gold had been discovered on the Yarra, 
on Mr. Hawdon’s property, by the proprietor, who, having lately re- 
turned from Twofold Bay, where he discovered gold in abundance, 
fancied he perceived a geological resemblance in the two localities. He 
subjected a handful of clay to examination, and discovered three grains 


of gold. A number of labourers were instantly employed at this | 
spot, which is but four miles from Melbourne. Gold has also been dis- , 
covered in the very heart of Melbourne, by two children, while rooting | 


about for amusement in the soil. The sample found weighed half an 
ounce and ten grains, and had a piece of milk quartz adhering toit. A 
bed of dark quartz, about fifteen inches below the surface, had been sub- 


sequently discovered, which it was expected would prove productive. Of | 


the Victoria diggings, sixteen miles from Melbourne, it is said that the 
most productive spots were those where the slate formation abounded, 
from the interstices of which several small nuggets had been extracted. 
The slate averaged about two feet from the surface, and the lower the 
miner penetrated the more successful he proved. 

The ship Bondicar, now on her way to England, has on board gold 


from the diggings valued at £28,785. Other and regular shipments | 


would follow; and the Sydney Morning Heraid asserts, and vouches for 
its correctness, the great fact that gold exceeding £10,000 in value to 
#5000 reaches Sydney from the gold-fields each day. Reports from the

NAVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE. 


THE ARCTIC SEARCHING EXPEDITIONS. 

Advices from California mention the arrival of her Majesty’s ship Deda/us, 
Captain G. G. Wellesley, at San Francisco, on the 22d October, from Port Cla- 
rence, Behring’s Straits, which she left on the Ist of that month. She brought 
as passengers Lieutenant Ceoper and Dr. Simpson, of her Majesty’s ship Plover, 
which vessel had returned to Port Clarence, from her snmmer expedition, hav- 
ing been unable to penetrate further north than 71 degrees, being 3 degrees 
short of their excursion last year. The Plover’s consort had not returned to her 
winter quarters at the sailing of the Daedalus. No vestige of the expedition of 
Sir John Franklin was discovered ; and it was the opinion of the two officers 
from the Plover who came passengers in the Dedalus that all farther attempts 
= eae traces leading to the discovery of the Arctic voyagers will prove utterly 
ruitless. 

The following is the report of the Daedalus :— 

“ Her Britannic Majesty’s ship Dedalus, Captain G. G. Wellesley, from Pert 
Clarence, Behring’s Straits, October 1, arrived in our harbour yesterday, and 
anchored at Sancilito. The Daedalus was despatched from Valparaiso last sprine 
to visit the provision which is kept at Port Clarence as a dépét and point of sne- 
cour in case either Sir John Franklin’s expedition or the other vessels in search 
of him should be obliged to quit t/ieir ships and take to their boats. The Dedalus 
arrived at the edge of the ice (which was then close to St. Lawrence Island) in 
the middle of June, when she fell in with a large fleet of whalers, principally 
Americans, waiting for an opening to proceed northward. There had been but 
little done in taking whale; this season, although large numbers of them had 
been seen in the Arctic seas in the early part of the season. Most of the ships 
had gone south. Captain Wellesley thinks that all the vessels had passed the 
Straits for the south before the Dedalus sailed. The summer season is later 
than usual, the first snow having fallen on the Ist of October, the day the 
Deedalus sailed from Port Clarence.” 

Captain Wellesley reports large quantities of ice in the Straits, which 
were, in fact. almost blocked up. The Dedalus had several narrow escapes, and 
was at one time in imminent danger of foundering. 2 











FurTHER SEARCH FOR Sir JouN FRANKLIN.—In addition to the 
Pioneer and Intrepid screw steamers employed in the recent expedition, the 
Phenix, a much larger screw steamer, of 260-horse power, which was taken up 
from Woolwich to Deptford lately, is ordered to be fitted and strengthened zt 
the latter dockyard, for service in the Polar Seas. The excellent arrangement 


of sending three screw steamers to Wellington Channel has been made in orcer 
to avoid similar delays to those experienced by the Pioneer and Jnirepia 
steamers during the recent expedition, when they had to tow the Resolure and 
Assis‘ance sailing vessels. In the event of its being considered necessary to 


send sailing vessels with stores to the Arctic Regions next spring, they will be 
entirely independent of the steamers, and the latter will only have to act in 
concert with each other. 

FurTHER REINFORCEMENTS AT THE CAPE.—The Horse Guards 
have determined on meeting Sir Harry Smith’s demand for farther reinforce- 
ments at the Cape, by sending by steam-vessel the battalion of Rifles now at 
Dover, and orders have been sent to Dover, to the battalion, to hold themselves 
in readiness for immediate embarkation. It was at first intended to send ther 
out by her Majesty’s steam-frigate Lirkenhead, at Pertsmouth ; but it is now de- 
cided that they shall proceed to the Cape in the new iron screw frigate Mé¢ 
at Sheerness, Mr. Hoffmeister, and the officers and crew of the Cyclo; 
turned from the Cape, having been turned over to that ship, the J/eowrc b 
been thoroughly fitted for the conveyance of troops. Like the Vulcan she has 
received Grant’s distilling galley, and possesses every comfort and convinie:uce 
for aregiment. The Rifles, we believe, are above 600 strong.

TRAGEDY ON BoArpD THE Bririsn Snipe “ Fawn.”—From the 
Ceylon papers we learn that on the 28th September the barque Fawn, Alfred 
Rogers commander, belonging to Calcutta, sailed from Singapore on her return 
voyage from Ching to Calcutta. She had been repairing there for three weeks 
during which time her crew of Bengalee Lascars refused to work and to p 
ceed in her, although four months’ pay was due to them. A new crew o/ .Ja- 
vanese and Malays was supplied by a shipping master, who warned Captain 
Rogers against ill-using them, as the Malay character is revengeful and so 
widely different froma that of the Bengalee. It appears that the vessel he!d on 
her course for six days without any untoward occurrence; but on the sixth cay 
the chief mate found the burra-tindal smoking dowa the forekatch, whereupon 
he not only kicked and abused him but brought him on deck and there inflicted 
| corporal punishment in presence of the whole crew. About midnight the 

Malays and Javanese mutinied, and murdered the captain, who was 
| sleeping on deck: about daylight the second mate was killed, being 
almost cut to pieces. The first mate, and Mr. Elphick, a passenger, defended 
themselves in one of the cabins for nearly 24 hours after the captain’s death, 
when the former jumped out of the port, and was drowned. Elphick died 
fighting with a handspike against his assailants. There were two ladies on 
board, Mrs. Rogers, the captain’s wife, and Mrs. Bechem, her sister, the widow 
of a miiitary officer, and herchild.

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WE abridge from the Sydney Herald, the following interesting narrative of the 
journey of a gold-seeker, from Bathurst te Ophir: — 

“ It rained all day ; crowds of men poured into Bathurst, utterly destitute, and 
one came to me, evidently at the last extremity, and offered to wash for rations 
for a fortnight. In halfan hour he brought another, whom we also engaged, as 
much for charity as for any use, and before night we could have had a dozen on 
the same terms. As it rained all day, we sent the men on with the dray 
knowing that we could overtake them before they could reach the ‘ diggins.’ 

“ May 3lst.—We started on foot, and about five miles out met a Sydney gentle- 
manjwalking, having lost his horse the day before, and camped ont all night in the 
snow, We had counted 108 men and twelve drays going out, and we met 28 
foot-men, most of them pale, miserable, and dejected, returning, besides severa 
parties of horsemen, armed, and evidently, from their gravity, carrying gold. 
We stayed the night at the assistant commissioner's station, fifteen miles from 
Bathurst. <— 

** Ist. June.—Started again; met about 70 men leaving the diggings: all agreed 
that there was plenty of gold for ail who went properly provided, and willing 
and able to work ; but those who had neither tools nor provisions could not even 
earn their grub. We dined at the farm of Mr. Kerr, better known as ‘ Scotch 
Harry,’ who is driving a rattling trade in supplying the gold-seekers with damper 
and mutton, at 2s.a meal. On leaving, we took a shortcut, and lost our way ; 
at length found a sheep station. Were rather coolly received at first, visitors of 
late having been rather too numerous for even bush hospitality ; buat after alittle 
conversation, the quart pots were put down, and we were most kindly treated. 
We had a long conversation after supper with men engaged on the station, 
and were much struck with thesobriety of theirviews. To people ata distance, 
the Gold Country is a place where pieces of gold are to be picked up without 
trouble ; and they start off, expecting to find food somehow, and quarters some- 
where, as they haveoften done in the bush. But these men know that it is an 

box forest, with severe frosts every night, sleet and snow for weeks ata 
time (June is the Australian winter season), without any accommodation what- 
ever, or rations, unless paid for in hard money at three times the usual price. 
And so, although these shepherds all intend to give the gold atrial when they 
get their discharge, and their wages to fit them out, they look on the men they 
saw passing every day, without tools, or money, or clothes, as stark mad. 

* June 24.—In the morning the ice was thick upon the water in the ditches out- 
side, and the ground covered with hoar frost, as it often is here. Hot days and 
frosty nights. After breakfast, guided by ‘Scotch Harry,’ who called on his way 
to join a party in which heis a partner, an hour’s walk brought us to the ede of a 
precipice which overhangs the Gold Creek, and we had a first-rate view of the 
diggings. The Gold Country seems to consist of a mass of points of ranges (7. e. 
rock-crested hills), thrown together ia confusion, but dovetailing into each other 
like the teeth of two saws placed close together, face to face ; these teeth again 
being cut into smaller pieces by narrow precipitous gullies, many of them 
nearly as deep as the main creek itself. Small creeks twist and twine down 
these narrow gullies, which have a sudden bend every half-dozen yards into the 
Summer Hill or main creek, which twists and twines on a larger scale. The 
banks of the gullies are precipitous on both sides, but in the main creek there 
are alternate bluffs and low points, the teeth of the saw gently sloping down,

diminishing in height as they do in width, till they come toa point overhung 
on the opposite side by a high precipice, which forms the inside nick of the saw. 
As we stood upon the edge of the cliff we looked down nearly two hundred 
feet over and along each side of the opposite point, dotted with tents and 
gunyahs of bark or branches, each with its fire in front sending the blue smoke 
up into the clear frosty morning air; some under the noble swamp oaks at the 
water’s edge, others behind and under box and gum trees which towered one 
above another till the rising branch was merged in the main ridge behind. 
The point was occupied by about fifteen parties, cutting straight into the hill ; 
and, as we looked down upon their busy movements, digging, carrying earth, 
and working cradles at the edge of the water, with the noise of the pick, the 
sound of voices, and the washing of the shingle in the iron boxes of the cradles, 
I could scarcely believe that barely two months ago this was a quiet secluded 
gully in a far-out cattle ran, where a solitary stockkeeper or black fellow on the 
hant were all that ever broke the svlitude of nature. On saying so to 
Scotch Harry, he said that he had kept stock there for nearly twenty years, 
and when he came there were flocks of kangaroos: these were driven off 
by the cattle, and now the cattle were driven away by the gold-diggers. 
He told of two who had gone mad—one, a shepherd in the neighbourhood, 
found a piece while poking about his run; it was a chance piece, and not 
accompanied by five or six more, but he was not satisfied, and continued 
searching until from excitement he went mad. The other was a man who, 
after starving two days, found 5 lb. weight, fainted repeatedly, and is now in 
confinement. Kerr said that two months ago hardly a traveller passed his 
house in a week ; now there were crowds every hour. His children never thought 
there were so many people in the world before, and wondered what it all meant. 
We proceeded up the bed of the creek, passing men of all ages, working in all 
sorts of ways, till we came toa peint about a mile further up, where the road 
from Bathurst intersects the creek, and where, from the difficulty of pro- 
ceeding, so many drays are encamped that it is called the Township 
We found it would take at least two days to carry seven hundredweight over 
two miles of such ridges. On the following day we succeeded in inducing nine 
black natives to carry them across for ls. a day and their rations—good pay for 
a black. A decent-looking man came up and asked me to employ him, and I 
was sorry to refuse. He had been accustomed to take contracts on the roads 
near Sydney, and came up with a party imperfeetly provided with tools, and 
with provisions for only a short time. Some of the party he had never seen 
before leaving, and on commencing operations found that four of them were 


tradesmen who could not stand the hard work: the work of two had to provide ~ 


for six ; consequently they had done nothing, and were returning. He said he 
was perfectly satisfied that a party fitted for the work and properly provided 
would make their fortunes, and he was resolved to return. Many return 
without giving it one minute’s trial. 

‘* The mail contractor has commenced running a coach from Bathurst to the 
Ophir Gold Diggings at £1 fare per head, with an allowance of 14 lb. luggage. 
‘ The proprietor will not be answerable for accidents.” And the owner of Scotch 
Harry’s Station, seven miles from the diggings, announces his intention of lay- 
ing it out in lots as a town, under the name of ‘Ophir,’ and selling it by auc- 
tion, in an advertisement worthy of the late George Robins—‘ An oasis, roman- 
tically beautiful, consisting of a small plain, with thinly-timbered slopes, abun- 
dant herbage, and a never-failing supply of water from the golden sands of 
Lewis Ponds.’ 
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“ PAYING THE LICENCES—PEACEABLE BEHAVIOUR OF THE PEOPLE, 

“ Mr. Hardy passed collecting licences, so I went down to pay ours,and did not 
know whether to be most struck by the bearing of the miners or of the com- 
missioner. Everything was done as quietly as if it was the quietest parish 
in England. Hitherto not a single outrage or robbery or even incident to cause 
regret has occurred among this crowd of men of all classes washing side by side . 
The only case in which they took the law into their own hands was to destroy a 
cask of rum brought bya sly grog-seller. Tents are left all day with their con- 
tents without any protection. A man may walk from one end of the mines to 
the other with a mugget five pounds weight in his hand, and the miners will 
only congratulate him. A man detected cheating his party in selling gold was 
only turned off with ignominy : in California they would have hanged him. 

“ Mr. Hardy allowed all hands who had not cash a week to work for licence fees; 
and, if that has elapsed, a few days’ grace to new arrivals. He makes it a rule 
that a man who has a claim for diggings shall have ten or twenty feet frontage, 
which is not to be encroached on by others. The licence fee is received in dnst 
at the rate of £3 4s. the ounce. Mr. Hardy also takes gold in deposit, and keeps 
it until it is convenient to send it to Sydney. 

‘“* As a body, the miners are civil and obliging. Almost every one came armed 
to the teeth, but now firearms are at a discount: the only use made of them 
has been to fire salutes. The most unanimous explosion took place, first on the 
Queen’s birthday, and secondly the night of the commissioner’s arrival, in 
hononr of the establishment of legal authority. 

“ The number of licences taken out to the end of the week was600. Between 
two and three thousand are on the ground. The Bishop of Sydney has made 
arrangements for having divine service celebrated twice a day at the diggings 
by two clergymen, one of whom at any rate will be resident. The first service 
was well attended. 

“ Several large pieces (one lot amounting to seven pounds weight) have been 
found, by the last reports. 

“‘ The discovery of gold in the Turon, another tributary creek of the Macquarrie, 
has been officially reported by Mr. Stuchbury, the Government geolog st, t Mr. 
Commissioner Hardy, and posted up by him for the information of the 
miners.” 

The accompanying Scene is from a clever series of Sir Views of the Gold Field 
of Ophir, by G. F. Angas, lately published at Sydney. Here we havea Party 
of gold-seekers arriving at Bathurst, on their way to Ophir. In the back- 
ground is seen the town of Bathurst, with the towers of the Protestant and 
Catholic churcifes ; nearer, and crossing the bed of the Macquarie River, par- 
ties of gold-seekers may be seen with their dray-loads of tools and provisions, 
entering the town after their long and tedious journey across the mountain 


ranges. 

The Second Illustration, also from one of Mr. Angas’s Views, shows Fits- 
roy Bar, Ophir at the junction of the two creeks, with the process of washing 
for gold. This spot the diggers first commenced working. At the time this 
Sketch was taken, the entire ‘‘ bar” was turned up, and the stones so heaped 
about as to resemble a warren on a large scale. On the left of the picture, across 
the Creek, is Meyer’s store.

Tne upper Engraving upon the preceding page represents the recent 
operations of the French squadron on the coast of Morocco, by which 
the ports of Salee and Rabat have been bombarded and nearly de- 
stroyed. The French squadron, under the command of Rear-Admiral 
Dubou dieu, consisting of the line-of-battle ship Henry IV. (92 guns) ; 
Caton steam-frigate, 16 guns; Seine steam-frigate, 14 guns; and two 
4-gun ste im-sloops, made its appearance off Salee on the 26th ult. The 
Admir il immediately sent a despatch to the Governor of Rabat (which is a 
short distance from Salee), demanding the sum of 1500 dols. (about 2300) 


as compensation for the plunder of a French merchant-vessel, which 


was wrecked there some time since; together with the amount of the 
expenses incurred for fitting out the ships for the purpose of requiring 
this satisfaction. He gave the Governor only two hours for the consi- 
deration of his demands, and threatened that, if not complied with in 
that space of time, he would bombard the place. To this communica- 
tion the Goverror replied that he could not take upon himself to come 
to a decision on such an :mportant affair, but must forward the Admiral’s 
despatch to his master, the Emperor Abderrahman, then at Fez, and 
wait for his commands, which there was no chance of receiving before 
the expiration of at least ten days, in consequence of the distance.

At the annual soirée of the Halifax Mechanics’ Institute, at which 
the right honourable gentleman was present, he favoured the com- 
pany with his opinion upon the advantages of study, and made 
upon the whole a more cordial speech in support of literature, and 
its claims to the gratitude of the country, than we were prepared 
to expect at his hands. The theory of the right honourable gen- 
tleman is excellent; and, in drawing the attention of our readers 
tu the subject, it is with the hope that we may to the extent of our 
means be instrumental in inducing a public officer in so high and 
responsible a position as he holds to accommodate his practice to 
his opinions. “ It was,” said he with much justice and foree— 

“A great advantage in the present day, that the means for reading were placed 
so larzely within the reach of persons not of great pecuniary resources. Why, 
only that very day,in coming down by the train, he was amusing himself by 
lowking at the books offered for sale at one of the railway stations. There he 
found a work on trigonometry by the side of Sir Walter Scott’s novels; a work 
by rhucydides and the ‘Parlour Library ;’ a treatise on well sinking, and the 
last novel of the day—all sold at prices accessible even to labonrers, and those 
earning moderate wages. Now, the more these books were read, ths more 
widely would be the benefit produced.” 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer was to some extent wrong in 
asserting that bockshad been made cheap enough to be placed 
within the reach of labourers and men earning moderate wages, 
but quite right in the expression of his belief that it wasof great 
advantage to society that good books should be cheap, and that 
they should be extensively read. But there was a Mentor present 
to point out to him how, if he so earnestly desired the education 
of the adult race of working Englishmen, he might carry out his 
object. Mr. Cobden, who was also among the number of the in- 
vited guests upon the occasion, could not, as a matter of con- 
science, allow so favourable an opportunity to pass unheeded. He 
rose immediately after the right hon. gentleman, and put the 
whole case in a very clear and striking light. He showed the im- 
pediments to the diffusion of knowledge caused by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer himself, or by the fiscal system which he super- 
intends, and is responsible for-— 

** He was not,” he said, ‘‘ going to take any undue advantage of the presence 
of the Chancel’or of the Exchequer, and say what taxes he should take off; but 
the Chancellor did, as they all knew, once a year set the horoscope of their 
financial fate, and he felt it was important to have the privilege of speaking in the 
hearing of a Chancellor of the Exchequer, for if they could persuade him that 
there existed great impediments to knowledge, which he might remove, 
who knew but that he might remove them and afford them relief? 
Now, when they went into a cotton-mill, and looked at rubbish 
called cotton waste, they would say it was a strange idea for any Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer te think of putting a taxonthat. And if they 
were to see the great waggon full of rags going through the town, they would 
say that was a queer sort of dity for a Ch ior to put a tax upon. And 
true enongh he never did think of taxing this waste and these rags. These 
were sometimes converted into asort of wadding, and used for tiring off fowling- 
pieces—wadding fora gun. Still the Chancellor did not think that was a proper 
thing to tax. ut these things were sometimes converted into reams of paper, 
which were made into primers and grammars; and then, although the Chan- 
celior did not tax the article with which parties might shoot a partridge or a 
snipe, yet, when it was converted into an article to teach the young idea how to 
shoot, forthwith his excellent friend, their representative, placed an exciseman on 
the paper, and beforeit could be used in thew school-rooms and libraries he put 
ataz upon it.” 

This was excellently said—in the right place and at the right 

time—and it cannot but have produced an effect in the quarter 
where it was intended to be useful. The excise duty upon paper, 
as we have frequently had occasion to show, and as we expect we 
shall again and again have to reiterate, is one of the most stupid 
and mischievous taxes which it is possible for any Government 
to levy. It is not simply a direct impediment to the edu- 
cation and to the moral and social elevation of the people; but 
it is an interference with trade, which tends in the most obvious 
manner to diminish the national wealth, and to place the manu- 
facturing classes—cmployers as well as labuurers—at a disadvan- 
tage compared with the other manufacturers and labourers of the 
world, ‘Ihe tax bas not a leg to stand upon—not the shadow 
of an argument by which its maiotenance can be justi- 
fied. It has not even the plea of necessity; for no neces- 
sity to the extent of the comparatively small sum which it 
produces to the revenue can justify the State in perpetuating 
the evils which it causes. What the revenue gains by it with one 
hand, it pays out with the other ; for ignorance is a costly com- 
modity to a state, and produces that ugly progeny—those 
twin sisters, pauperism and crime, Even the drain upon us by 
the Kaffir war is no justification for allowing such an impost to 
remain—an impost which is as foolish in itself, as it is pre- 
judicial to the great interests of commerce, and to those 
still greater interests of morality and religion which are involved in 
its continuance. Sir Charles Wood has not proved himself a par- 
ticularly brilliant or useful Chancellor of the Exchequer; but, if 
he would abolish the excise duty upon paper, he would entitle him- 
self toa niche in the Temple of Fame which greater men might 
well envy him. Perhaps, however, he meditates a surprise for us 
in his next budget? Such a boon as this would cause all his past 
shortcomings to be forg.ven and forgotten. ‘To have untaxed the 
people’s food wasa great achievement. To untax their knowledge 
by untaxing the sole material by which knowledge can be conveyed 
to them, will rank only second to that achievement in the great 
page of impartial history. 








Tne ENGLIsnh PRESS AND THE Frencn Post-orFics.—The great 
number of English families resident in France, and the vast sums of money put 
nto circulation by them in various departments of French territory, forbid the 
supposition that the French authorities can imagine they have any interest to 
serve in driving English visitors from France, or in rendering that country a less 
agreeable place of residence than it has heretofore been, If the exclusion of 
certain English newspapers could be shown to be necessary for the preservation 
ef public tranquillity, allowance might be made for such an interference with 
the rights of Englishmen at home and abroad. But the factis, that the vast ma- 
jority of the subscribers to the English papers in France are Englishmen, who, 
from the British Ambassador downwards, have maintained throughout the late 
unhappy events the most religions neutrality, and whose exemplary abstinence 
from any participation in the internal affairs of France bas deserved a more ge- 
nerous acknowledgment from the authorities of that country. With regard to 
the small proportion of English newspapers which find their way into French 
families, we thought it was universally conceded that the class of persons whose 
tastes and whose leisure lead them to cultivate a knowledge of the politics and 
literature of a foreign country are not those who make barricades and descend 
with their muskets into the streets. The matter becomes worse when we re- 
member how wr, Louis Napoleon admired in his better days the wholesome, 
manly, and practical tendencies of the English press, and its unswerving sup- 

rt of law and order at home. The latest instance of an English newspaper 
stopped in the French Post-office is that of our excoilent contemporary the 
InLustRatTEeD Lonpom News, whose spirited pencil sketches can hardly have 
given umbrage to the President, but whose views of the breach of the 68th 
article of the Constitution possibly approximate much more nearly to those of 
the High Court of Justice than to the fashionable belief at the Elysée. Onr 
contemporary wil’, no doubt, feel complimented by the exclusion; but his 
English readers in France will have rome cause to complain of this latest piece 
of interference on the part of the French officials with the liberty of the press.-~

An appeal is made for aid tothe members of the 
Caureh of England. St. Mary’s Home was opened on the 2d July, 1850, to 
accommodate three sisters and six penitents. The Bishop of Oxford undertook 
the office of visitor, and the home was enlarged, but appli.ants were refused jor 
want of room, and hence the present appeal for assi.tance to erect a new 
edifice. 

‘The local scheme of education for the boroughs of Manchester and 
Salford is undergoing an investigation by the members of the Society of Friends 
in the former town and neighbourhood; and they have in pre; aration a protest 
for publication, to contain the grounds of their dissent from a plan which they 
regard as inimical to civil and religious liberty. 

Tuk Soutn YorkspinE CosaLt-Owners AND THE GREAT 
NorTHERN RAILWAY —The grext demand for South Yorkshire coal, consequent 
upon the opening of ths Great Northern Railway, has ledto a material advance 
in the priceof that article. It seems, however, the coul-owners, net content 
with this state of things, are endeavouring to extort higher rates by restricting 
the supply ofcoa! to the railway company. The consequence is, that the latter 
are driven to other sources to meet the demands pressing upon them from all 
parts of their line, and last week two trains of coals, consisting of fifty trucks 
each, were procured from the Darham ceal-fields and forwarded rid the Greist 
Northern to the me'repolis. We believe that arrangements wi!l be made for 
securing a constant supply of coal from the north, the superior quality of 
the article more than compensating for the adcitional expense of carriage. 

On Sunday morning banns of marriage were published for forty- 
eight coup'es at the parish church, Preston, beirg a larger number than ever 
before “ asked” on any occasion.

DesperaTE AFFRAY WITH PoACHERS.—An encounter took place 
on Monday morning, about one o'clock, between the gamekeepers of Major- 
General Sir Arthur Clifton, of Barton Lodge, six miles from Nottingham, and 
a large party of poachers (numbering at least forty). The keepers were com- 
pletely overpowered, the poachers leaving them in a dreadfully mutilated state, 
The poachers beat a hasty retreat, no doubt thinking that the noise of the affray 
might alarm the villagers. Several of them were, however, so disabled that 
they were oblired to be carried cut of the field. None of the poachers have 
yet been captured. 

Some serious affrays with poachers took place in the course of last 
week, in the neighbourhood of Letton and the adjoining parishes, Norfolk, in 
which twe police-officers were dangerously wounded by shot. Several of the 
poachers have been cominitied to Norwich Castle for trial. 

The herring fishery at Yarmouth has hitherto proved successful. 
The catch of someof the boats reached fifty and six'y lasts each, few being less 
than twenty lasts, and the average catch being abont thirty lasts per boat.

Too soldiers were cool enovgh th-n, and were, in fact, performing the part of 
Police rsther than of miitary—cool, inveed, even to cold-bloodedness, fur the 
four young men were dragged out into the passage, and, despi'e their prayers 
for mercy, or at least for + trial, were deliberately shot upon the stones there 
and then, in the view of the horrified inhabitants.

Me. 5 ant Wilkins and Me. J. Brown for the defendants. The claim arose 
Out of a« agreement for the plaintiff to supply the Sympouam with ** butlery.” 
Tae contract was carried ont, until Mr Feeny, the first partner of Soyer, re- 
tired. The plaintiff had been paid £500 on account, and in Sept-mber sent in 
a bili for the present amount, wh:ch he claimed under a notice, declining to act 
twoon the original agreement, and deininding £100 per week for the use of his 
stock. The jury interrupted Mr. Se:jesnt W.lkins,as he was beginning his ad- 
dress fur the defendants, by stating tveir opinion that there was no agreement 
for the £100 per week , the Lord Chief Justice stepped the case, and a ver- 
dict was entered for the defendants. 

In the Court of Bankruptcy, on Wednesday, befure Mr. Commissioner 
Fonb anque, the certificate meeting of W. Stange, sen., the bookseller in Pater- 
nosier row, teok piace. Mr. Linklaterappeared ‘or the bankrupt. Mr. Strange 
Wasa bankrupt in 1829 and an insolvent in 1835 and 1840. His Honor, in 
giving jrdgment, stated that the failures ot the bai krupt ought to have made 
him very cautious in his mode of carrying on business. te had, however, em- 
bai ked in rather a hazardous description of trade, which had involved him in 
large law costs, not merely in one case but in several instances. For an alleged 
piracy on the ILLUsTRaTaD Lonpon News he had incurred £100 costs; in another 
action for Jibei at the suit of Sewell and Cross the costs were £160. It was, 
therefore, not by mere accide:t that the bankrupt had been involved in litiga-

The Carthusians 
present afterwards dined together under the presidency of Archdeacon Hale, 
Master of the Crarterhouse, who was supported by Sir Charles L. Eastlake, 
President of the Royal Academy, the Hon, and Rey. G. Hastings, George E. 
Frere, Esq., and by several other gentleman. A handsome subscription was 
entered into towards defraying the university expenses of the orator, who is 
about leaving the school for Trinity College, Oxford. It may not, perhaps, be 
generally known, that, among the many and various benefits that the late Sir 
Robert Peel rendered his country, he, as one of the governors of the Charter- 
hoase, proposed that a limited number of scholarships, all of which had hitherto 
been entirely in the gift of the governors of the Charterhouse, should be thrown 
open for public competition.

The council have filed up the vacancy in their body occa- 
sioned by the loss of the Hon. Capt. Pelnam, by the election of Mr. Law Hodges, 
M.P. for West Kent. The finances are in a highly iavouruble state, and the 
council bas been enabled to purchase Government Stock to the amount of 
£11,190. The Windsor meeting has been held under most gratitying circum- 
stances, and with perfect snccess, The members were honoured on the occasion 
by the gracious presence of her Majesty the Queen, tie Ruyal patroness of the 
society ; and his Royal Highness Prince Albert, as one of the governors, evinced 
a lively participation in the proceedings of the meeting, and with kind conde- 
scension sat down to dinner in the pavil‘on, with 2000 guests of the society, 
whom he most heartily bid welcome to the Home Park. The Lewes meeting will 
be held on Monday, the 12th July, 1852; important additions to the prizes for 
agricultural implements will be made to draw attention to the motive power re- 
quired by farmers. Every facility had been afforded by the Government for the 
importation of guano.. The growth of flax wou!d be encouraged by the council. 
The Rev J. Linton suggested that Lord Palmerston should try and prevail on the 
Peruvian Government to allow the exportation of guano at a cheaper rate. The 
total income of the society was £5854 43, 4d.,and the expenditure £2584 10s. 7d.; 
the balance at the close of last year being £749 IIs. 9d. A vote of thanks to 
the Earl of Ducie was passed. A memorial of 150 breeders of half-bred sheep to 
be permitted to exhibit in classes exclusively appropriated for mixed breed, has 
been presented to the society.

Taking fur com- 
parison the corresponding weeks of }841-50, with the excepticn of that part of 
the series which belongs to 1847, when itfluenza swelied the mortality of the 
week to 4416, it appears that the average number of deaths was 1031, or, with a 
correction for increase of popu'ation, 1134. The return of last week shiows an 
increase of 60 on the corrected average. ‘The weekly mean temjerature, 
which during the earlier part of November fell 10 40 degrees, 
or 12 degrees lower than it had been during the previous month, 
and atterwards suffered a further reductivn to 55 degrees (which is about 8 de- 
grees less than the average ef that period), again rure in the week euding 6th 
Deceniber to 38°8 ceg., and last week to 448 deg., or about 3 degrees above the 
average. In our previous returns Ciseases of the respiratory organs rose to 432; 
these have now fallen to 284, and consumption is decreased from 180 to 142, 
Brouchitis has proved fatal to 136, and inflammation of the lungs 105, no less 
than &3 being among children, The increase above the average of tronchitis 
is remarkable. Epidemic diseases in the sggregate are heavy: 243 have died, 
and the tables show that 37 were smallpox cases, 11 meksles, 34 scarlatina, 24 
hooping-cough and croup, 21 diarrhoea, | dysentery, 7 cholera, 6 inflvenza, 62 
typhus, 11 erysipelas, &c. Amongst the special cases in the Registrar-General’s 
return, the death of a man from consumption, aged 22, who had never walked 
or talked, was fed with a spoon, and had always been treated like a child, is re- 
corded ; there was another child with tke same infirmity in the same family, who 
died at 15, The deceased was full grown, and had pcessession of his intellect. 
The death of a labourer, aged 68, from destitution, in Marylebone workhouse, 
and of a seaman from his feet being frostbitten, are specified.

They stated that they were in search of an ab-condwg 
debtor, and, us Captain Comstock refused to wait till they found him, they were 
carried off, notwithstanding all their entreaties to the coutrary. 

EARTHQUAKE IN THE East.—The Jmpartial de Smyrne, in its cor- 
respondence trom Salonica, has melancholy accuunts of au earinquake at Berat. 
We learn that a part of tne fertress had been thrown down, ani 400 soidiers 
buried in theruivs. Some days afier the catastrophe, and after great exertions, 
their liteless bodies were withdrawn from the ruins, and their numbers ascei- 
tained. About 30U houses, two mosques, and achurch suffered considerab:y, 
and many areno longer habitable. The Governor of Yanina sent tents and 
assistance to the remainder of the soldiers in garrison there. Among 
Christians and Mussulimaus, 800 persons are missing, but it is as yet unknown 
how many among those have been lost,ec how mapy have sought safety in fl ght. 
Near to berat the top of a mountain was detached from iis base, and thrown to 
aconsiderabie distance. In the centre a crater bas been formed, from which 
dense volumes of black smoke, stones, and Java are emitted. Fetid su!phurous 
exhalations escape and corrupt the air. The villages and environs of Berat 
have suffered great damage. 

Five Hunprep Persons DrstroyED By A WATERSPOUT.— 
Intelligence was received at Lloyd's, under date Malta, Monday, the 8th instant, 
of a most awful occurrence at the island of Sicily, which had beeu swept by two 
enormous water spouts, accompanied by a terrific hurricane. Those who wi- 
nessed the phenomena describe the waterspoats as two immense spherical 
bodies of water reaching from the clouds, their cones nearly touching the earth, 
and, as far as could be judged, at a quarter of a mile apart, travelling 
with immense velocity. They passed over the island near Marsala. 
In their progress houses were unroofed, trees uprooted, men and 
women, horses, cattle, and sheep were raised up, drawn intu their vortex, and 
borne on to destruction; during their passage rain descended in cataracts, ac- 
companied with hailstones of enormous size and masses of ice. Going over 
Castellamare, near Stabia, it destroyed half the town, and washed 200 of the in- 
habitants into the sea, who ali perished. Upwards of 500 persons have been 
destroyed by this terrible visitation, and an immense amount of property, the 
country being laid waste for miles. The vessels in the harbour suffered severely , 
many vessels being destroyed, and their crews drowned. After the occurrence 
— of dead human bodies were picked up, all frightfally mutilated and 
swollen. 

Fires.—The habitation of an aged man, a carpenter, in Ball’s-court, 
Whitechapel, was destroyed by fire ou Tucsday, at ene o'clock in the morning, 
and t.e flames spread so rapialy thatthe peor man perished, despite of every 
effort to save him. The premiesof Mr. Almond, army accoutrement maker, 
a near Long-acre, wore destroyed by freon Tuesday morning, at eight 
oc. . 

Tux Port or SoutrHampron.—Within twelve days eleven large 
foreign steam-packets, nearly one a day, arrived a*, or have been ¢e:patched 
from, the port of Southampton; viz. the Great Western, for Central America; 
the Hermann, for tne United States; the Madrid, tor the Peninsula; the Severn, 
for Brazils; the Montrose and /beria, from Spain and Portuga!; the Dee, trom 
the West Indies; the Zerw¢, from Suuth America; the Sultan, 7: gus, and /ndvs, 
from the Mediterranean. It is calculated that nearly 50 000 leturs have been 
brought home and iaken out by these steamers, also specie o the value of nearly 
a milion sterling, and upwards of 500 passengers. I: is estimated that, for 
every passen er that arrives at or leaves Southampton by the foreigu packets, 
two friends or relatives, chiefly of the wealthy classes, visit the port to see him 
off or welcome him home. 

THE (LATE) GeeatT Exuipition.—Notwithstanding the intimation 
given to the fureign exhibiturs that all the goods were to be removed by the 
13th instant, Jast Saturday, there is still « large quantity within the Buiiding, 
chiefly belongiu ; to France and some of the Germau S:ates. The difficuliies of 
var French friends have been material:'y increased by late events ; sud, either 
from wiscvlculating the quaniity of gvods to be re-couveyed to France, or from 
the want o! previvus arrapgement, tuere are no meaus of shipping them off, 
and the Custoin-house authorities have been induced to relax somewhat of their 
strict rules, and allow the goods to be deposited for the present on the Ordnayce 
Wohart, as if in bend. Although the building bas been handed over to the cone 
tractors, Messrs. Fox and Henoerson, a small executive staf, under the command 
of Lieutenant Tyler, still remains. They have the charge of the embryo 
national museum, and are the recipients of the samples and specimens contri- 
buted by the variousexhibitors. itis s*ili hoped that the Building will be so 
completely cleared of the goods that it may be thrown open tothe public on the 
Ist of January, as already arranged. Ali the entrances have now been shat up, 
except the public entrance on the south side, and the east end, through which 
the foreign packages are conveyed away. The numberof policemen on duty 
has new been reduced to a mere handtul, and the vast pile is rapidly assuming 
a look of desolation aad gloom as seen in the haze and twilight of a winter's 
evening. 

DesteN FOR THE GREAT Exarsition Bur pinc at New York.— 
A design, by Sir Joseph Paxton, for the intended Exhibition of the industiy of 
all Nations at New York, was on view on Tue-day in Clarges-street, Piccadilly 
The plan is npoua similar principle to that «f the Crystal Palace in Hyde-park, 
and the materials consist of glass, iron, and plate. ‘The length of the buiidixg is 
intended to be 600 feet, and the breadth 200 met. There are two entrences, ene 
at each end, and the construction of the dour ways is somewhat s:milar to that 
of the transept-es.trance to the Exhibition in Hyde-park. The roof is to be o 
slate, in order to resist the weight of snow to which it may be exposed in the 
United States. The structure wili be built upon arches, and the galleries wil 
be supported by brackets, wich will add materially io the strength of the bui:ding 
and reucer it better adapted for permanent use than the “ great original.” 


OPENING OF A NEW WORKING: MEN’S READING- 
ROOM, AT CARLISLE. 

It is now nearly thirty years since Mechanics’ Institutes were originated 
by the excellent Dr. Birkbeck. Unquestionably tne benefits which have 
accrued from their establishment have been very considerable, although 
they have not reached the grade of recipients for whom they were ori- 
ginally intended, namely, the working classes or labourers, but have 
mostly passed into the possession of clerks, smalier tradesmen, and 
others of the middle ranks; while the labourers have been left without 
any economical provisioa for their intellectual advancement. This blank 
or void has, however, indirectly given rise toa fearful amount of dan- 
gerous reading among our artisans, for want of ready access to literature 
of a healthier class, the taste for which Mechanics’ Institutes were 
originally intended to feed and foster. 

To remedy a deficiency of this kind which has Jong been feit at 





Carlisle, an Industrial Readin --room has just been built by the John- 
street (Botchergate) working-men; and the inauguration of the new 
structure was celebrated on Monday evening, the 1st instant, under very 
interesting circumstances. 

The foundation-stone was laid on the 12th of July last, by the then 
Mayor of Carlisle (John Hewson, Esq.), and the building has been 
finished in a highly satisfacwry manner; Mr. Hogg, architect, kindly 
acting gratuitously forthe members. The whole of the building work was 
executed by Mr. Thomas Lattimer, and the wood-work by Messrs. Coates 
and Little. The structure is in the Elizabethan style, and has a south-east 
and south-west aspect. The whole area of the ground is 70 feet 6 inches 
by 52 feet 8 inches, being equal to 3713 square feet, or 412} square yards, 
containing as under :—Reading-room, 53 feet leng by 24 feet wide, the 
area of which is 1272 square feet; the school-room, 25 feet by 24 feet 6 
inches, the area of which is €12 square feet; committee-room, 24 feet 6 
inches by 10 fect 2 inches wide, the area of which is 259 square feet; 
the library (a gallery above the committee-room) is 24 feet 6 inches 
by 14 feet 6 inchee, containing 355 square feet. The total area is 3713 
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square feet; the reading-room, school-room, and committee-room 
occupy 2143 square feet, leaving for the back offices and yards 1570 square 
feet, or 1744 square yards. 

About half-past six his Worship the Mayor (Thos. Nelson, Esq.), wear- 
ing his official gold chain, entered the gallery, followed by the Very Rev. 
the Dean (Dr. Tait); W.N. Hodgson, Esq., M.P.; J. Hewson, Esq., 
ex-Mayor; E. G. Mounsey, Esq.; Dr. Elliot, Capt. Monins, R. Fergu- 
son, Esq ; H. Rawson, Esq.; R. Bendle, Esq.; E. Norman, Esq.; T. T. 
Railton, Esq.; Rev. J. Short, Rev. E. Bradshaw, Rev. C.C. Lowndes, 
Rev. T. Hind, Rev. J. J. Osborn, Rev. J. W. Rowe, Rev. L. Currie, Mr. 
Hogg, architect, and other gentlemen anxious for the success of the in- 
stitution. On taking their seats they were received with several rounds 
of applause. 

Surveyed from the platform, the room presented a most animated ap- 
pearance. About 500 persons were seated at the tables, upon which 
was set out a profusion of tea andcake. The decorations were taste- 
fully arranged by Messrs. Sanderson and Fisher. They consisted of 
sculpture supplied by Mr. John Rushton; and mottos and banners fur- 
nished by Messrs. H. Tweddle and Son. On the wall behind the plat- 
form were emblazoned the Royal arms, the city arms, the arms of P. H. 
Howard, Esq., M.P.; W. N. Hodgson, Esq., M.P.; Thos. Nelson, Esq. ; 
Capt. Monins, &c. 

After tea, the glee of “The Chough and Crow” was admirably 
sung by members of the choir of the cathedral, accompanied on the 
pianoforte by Mr. Ford; and three other glees were afterwards sung 
with equal ability in the intervals of the speeches.

scriptions. (Hear, hear.) Tonoone were the members of this insti- 
tution more indebted than to Dr. Elliot—(Applause)—who had sup- 
ported and encouraged them at a time when such institutions were little 
heard of, and when they were not appreciated as they are now. 

The Secretary, Mr. W. Bowman, then read the third general report of 
the Reading-room, which is managed, as hitherto, entirely by working- 
men, the members numbering 200. The room is well supplied with 
newspapers, magazines, and other periodicals, which are much read by 
the members, who throng the room each evening; and it is pleasing to 
see what eagerness they manifest in the pursuit of knowledge, in which 
many have been very successful. Not a few can now converse upon 
scientific and other subjects, of which, only a short time ago, they were 
almost entirely ignorant. The number of books issued from the Library 
is about 3000 since the last soirée. 

The Evening Schoel im connexion with the institution also continues 
to be productive of much good to the younger members and members’ 
children, whe are employed during the day in the several public works. 
The report then details the circumstances under which the new building 
has been erected, commencing with £20 raised at a soirée, aided by the 
gentry and tradesmen of Carlisle and its neighbourhood; and Mr. 
Mounsey’s handsome present of the ground upon which the room is 
erected, and his loan of £100 at a low rate of interest. The whole cost 
of the building is stated at £393, of which £60 remained unpaid at the 
date of the report. 

The assembly was addressed during the evening by the Dean of Car- 
lisle, Mr. W. N. Hodgson, M.P., Mr. Mounsey, Mr. Hewson, Dr. Elliot, 
Captain Monina, and other gentlemen. Thanks were voted to the 
Mayor; and, after the National Anthem had been sung by the ehoir, 
the meeting separated.

DESTRUCTION OF FISKERTON MILL, NOTTS. 


On the morning of the 8th inst. a terrible calamity occurred in the neigh- 
bourhood of Southwell, about six miles from Newark, by which property 
to a considerable amount was destroyed by fire ; and five men, in at- 
tempting to extinguish the flames, were killed by the fall of a portion of 
the building in which the conflagration occurred. The scene of this sad 
catastrophe was Fiskerton Mill, standing in the river Greet. at a few 
yards from its junction with the Trent, within the parish of Fiskerton. 

The building was occupied by Mr. Joseph Marriott: it was five stories 
high, and was worked partly by steam and partly by water power The 
mill commenced operations at a very early hour on Monday, and at two 
o'clock three paire of French stones out of five were at work—the whole 
motive power being thus supplied by the water. 

At about two o’clock, Charles Ward, the miller in charge, hearing a 
crackling noise, ran into the top dre~sing-room, and there found that the 
wood round which the straps turned was on fire. He instantly fetched a 
bucket of water, and threw it down the spouts, but without at all stay- 
ing the flames. He then found the floor and other wood-work were on 
fire, when he aroused his master and the foreman, and galloped on horse- 
back to Southwell for a fire-engine ; a messenger being despatched for 
the same purpose to Newark. 

Meanwhile the labourers and ethers that could be obtained, carried 
sacks of wheat and flour out of the burning premises, of which, at the 
time the fire commenced, they contained upwards of fifty quariers; 
but within half an hour the roof fell in, carrying the several floors 
to the basement without the slightest warning. At this moment a miller’s 
apprentice was coming out of the door, and was driven forward by the 
rush of wind occasioned by the fall of the roofing, floors, &. A la- 
bourer, with a sack of flour on his back, was knocked down and partly 
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buried in the ruins, but was extricated; but two other men, each with a 
sack of flour or grain, were struck down and smothered, as were also 
two others who were further from the door. The head miller was after- 
words found standing up with hieface to the wall, at the western end 
of the building, his head thoroughly roasted. A man and his son were 
likewise buried in the ruins, but they escaped through a window at the 
north side of the mill. 

The utmost exertions were made, amidst great danger, to rescue the 
five bodies, and they were at length found to be William Stimson, aged 30, 
labourer; John Reynolds, aged 21, employed in the mill; John Frede- 
rick Lloyd, aged 22, butcher; William Mayfield, aged 28, waggoner, 
employed in the mill; and James Robinson, aged 30, foreman and engi- 
neer at the mill—the latter leaving destitute a wife and five small 
children. 

The engines did not reach the spot until the whole of the mill and 
adjoining premises were nearly destroyed. The fire is supposed to have 
originated in a strap which revolved upon a number of cogs chafing 
against some of the wood-work, owing to the machinery getting slightly 
out of gear. 

On the following afternoon an inquest was held on the bodies of the 
unfortunate sufferers, when the several witnesses described the circum- 
stances above stated, and the jury returned a verdict of “ Accidentally 
killed.” The stock and machinery, belonging to Mr. Marriott, are stated 
to have been insured in the County Fire Office for £400—scarcely a third 
of the amount of the loss. Mr. Chambers, the owner of the mill,is be- 
lieved to be insured. 

A correspondent states, that, after the roof of the mill had fallen in, 
Butler, an apprentice, was seen on the end of a beam at the second-floor 
window, quietly taking off his shoes, with which he broke the glass, and 
soescaped. Butler, likewise, greatly exerted himself in rescuing persons 
from the ruins; as also did Gregory, of the Southwell fire-brigade, and 
Inspector Caldwell, of Newark.

OPENING OF THE CORK AND BANDON RAILWAY. 


In our Journal for Sept. 27,1845, we illustrated the commencement of 
this line of railway, by the Earl of Bandon formally cutting the first 
turf; and we have now much pleasure, by aid of our correspondent at 
Cork, in recording the opening of the line from end to end. 

Few railways have had so hard a struggle for existence as this Ban- 
don line; yet, notwithstanding the period of the famine, the total pros- 
tration of the speculative energies of the country, and the disagreements 
between the contractors and the company, the directors have every 
cause to congratulate themselves upon the way in which they have 
executed the arduous trust reposed in them, their whole aim and am- 
bition having been from the commencement to encourage local industry, 
at the same time that they were laying a line of railway surpassed by 
few in the country. 

The works were of no ordinary description, having to be made along 
the face of the highest range of hills in the district; thereby entailing 
the necessity of one continued series of cuttings, embankments, tunnels, 
and viaducts, the nature of which will be well understood from the 
accompanying Sketch of the Chetwood Viaduct, which rises from the 
level of the Bandon road, over which it passes, to within a few feet of 
the same elevation as the Great Tubular Bridge ; and shows the masterly 
manner in which Mr. Nixon as engineer, and Messrs. Fox and Hender- 
son as contractors, have executed their work. This vast structure, con- 
sidered the largest of its kind in Ireland, measures 500 feet from 
abutment to abutment, and is about 100 feet above the level of the val- 
ley ; it is divided into four spans of 100 feet each by two abutments 
and three massive ontline stone piers, 70 feet,high ; the ornamental pilas- 
ters and bold projecting cornices giving the whole structure an appear- 
ance of great strength and solidity. The upper portion is composed of 
wrought and cast-iron, and weighs about 1000 tons. Each span consists 
of four cast-iron arched ribs, three feet in depth, 110 feet span, with a 
rise of 20 feet in the centre, and running right across from pier to pier. 
They are retained in their placea by cast-iron braces and wrought- 
iron tie-rods, and connected on the top by the roadway formed of cast- 























































iron covering plates, flanged and bolted together ; the whole finished by 
a neatly-cast handrail and projecting cornice. 

The works throughout the line are now in such a state of forward- 
ness as to have elicited the warmest praise from the Government in- 
spector, who went over the line on Wednesday fortnight, and declared 
it fit for public traffic. 

On Saturday week the deferred excursion to the shareholders, the 
directors, and their friends took place ; and, were the loudly-expressed 
opinions of those favoured with an invitation to be taken as a guarantee 
for the welfare of the company, little doubt can be left of its ultimate 
success. There are two classes of people to whom this railway must be 
@ great boon: these are the widely-spread people of the western dis- 
trict of the country whose business or pleasure may lead them into 
the city, and the tourist who seeks to enjoy the beauties of the west: to 
the latter it opens up a new district of country ; whilst it at once takes 
them from a road heretofore looked on as one of the most unattractive 
leading for some fifteen or sixteen miles out of the city. 

The excursion was made in and out in capital style, and much to the 
enjoyment of those who partook of it. The journey outwards, ewing to 
the directors’ wish to allow their friends to see the country, occupied 
about three hours; but home the speed was at the rate of over forty 
miles per hour.

Coast or Arrica.—A letter received from an officer on board her 
Majesty’s brig Spy. dated Sierra Leone, Nov. 6, says—** The slave trade is very 
far from being extinct; they now appear to be sending over from Rio the frames 
of the slave vessels to be put together in the rivers, by which plan their escape 
is greatly facilitated. Whilst off this place, on the 3d of this month, we received 
intelligence that two large canoes which were then in sight, contained slaves. It 
being calm,our whale-boat, with five men and two officers (Messrs. Barstow and 
Michell), were started in pursuit, and after a most animated and exciling chase 
we captured them both, containing 56 slaves, and manned with 19 Mandingo 
men. land two men wel! armed took posses-iou of the first, and found «bout 
40 slaves and 10 men in her. The other officer and 3 men pursned and captured 
the other, and tound 16 slaves and 9 menim her. Had the fellows in my boat 
possessed the slightest pluck they could certainly have thrown usoverboard and 
got away clear; but I made them pull their own boat up to the Spy, and soon 
afterwards the other boat came up with her prize—in all 56 slaves.”
